ago about four million muskrats 
were killed for their pelts, but not 
a single flea of this rodent Is in the 
collections at Washington and Tring. 
It seems that insects must first be- 
come dangerous before they arouse 
interest, except with a limited num- 
ber of unselfish friends-of nature In 
all its aspects, he said. 


"Perhaps this appeal will bear 


fruit: perhaps we shall have to ;wait 
for the outbreak of some flea-carried 
disease," he said in urging efforts to- 
wards collection and identification of 
the insects.

species in all countries are known, 
Dr. Jordan estimated.

TO ANALYZE SOILS 


Hydrometer Test Is Rapid 


and Simple, Reports Agri- 
cultural Expert 


East Lansing, Mich.—VP)—A rap- 


id, simple, inexpensive method for 
making a mechanical analysis of 
soils, which gives land owners an 
idea of their usefulness and hereto- 
fore has taken weeks to accomplish, 
has been worked out by George J. 
Bouyoucos of the Michigan agri- 
cultural experiment station. 


By usingr a soil dispersing ma- 


chine, a soil hydrometer - and a sp,e- 
cial cylinder which cost about $25, 
he has been able to make satisfaa 
tory analyses in 15 minutes which 
show the relative amounts, of sand, 
silt and clay or colloids in the speci- 
mens examined. Where it is de- 
sired merely to determine the pro- 
portions of the combined sands and 
the combined silt and clay, only one 
minute is required. 


"The results obtained by the hy- 


drometer method," he says, "have 
been compared with the results of 
the mechanical analysis method on 
30 different soils. The- mechanical 
analysis on these soils 
was per- 


formed by the United States bureau 
of soils. 


"Both methods agree in the com-- 


bined sand, coarse silt, and clay, or 
colloids, but they disagree in the 
finer silt. The mechanical analysis 
classes this fine silt with the coarse 
silt, whereas the hydrometer method 
classes it with the caly, because it 
ias more of the characteristics of 
clay." 


From an academic standpoint, he 


concedes, "we are not justified in 
classing the. finer silt with the clay, 
or colloids, but, logically,' there may 
be justification for it," when some 
of the silt has the same character-

Washington — The good people 


of Washington, who will be mere 
Innocent onlookers at the election 
Nov. 6. have already taken steps 
to "celebrate" election day in 
a 


fashion all their own. 


Through a committee on repres- 


entation set up by thpse citizens 
who have long been howling with 
indignation over 
the 
fact 
that 


Washington residents 
aloae 
are 


disqualified as a class from voting, 
plans have been framed to make 
the great clay of the national elec- 
tion for other Americans a "Humil- 
iation Day" for voteless Washing- 
tonians. 


VOTELESS BOOTHS 


Among other means by which the 


agitators of votes for District of 
Columbia residents hope to impress 
their situation on the country will 
be the placing of election booths 
about the city, all to be silent wit- 
nesses to the political impotency of 
this half million or so section of 
the American people. The booths 
will be draped in mourning. The 
"Voteless League of Women Vot- 
ers," Washington's own special unit 
of the National of Women Voters, 
will take care of this work. 


Other 
methods of 
propaganda 


adopted include an airplane bom- 
bardment of the city and surround- 
ing territory with "Votes for Wash- 
ington" stickers and the 
letting 


loose of toy balloons by ^the thou- 
sand setting forth the same plea. 
Automobile windshield stickers on 
domestic and visiting cars are ex- 
pected to carry on the good work 
over a "wide area. There are to be 
radio address and slogan campaigns 
in the movie houses with hopes of 
getting the news reels to spread 
word of the plight of Washington- 
ians far and wide. 
Just how effective all this will be 


toward promoting a national move- 
ment to give Washington a place of 
its own in national politics remains 
to be seen. "She nation will be so 
busy that day finding out whom it 
has elected to the White House that 
it will not have much time to think 
dispassionately of the curious condi- 
tion that deprives the residents of 
the nation's capital 
itself of any 


share in that or any other election. 
But "what the organizers of the cam- 
paign hope for is the welding of 
public opinion in Washington into 
such a force that Congress and the 
country at large must some day 
recognize and demand for enfran- 
chisement of the people of a city so 
large and important as to stand 
well up among the first score or so 
of metropolitan communities.

Even when sugar Is present 
from the eating of good food the 
sugar cannot get into the condition 
to be burned unless there is an ade- 
quate amount of insulin present.

dition for any length of time.

sulin Is not like any drug obtained 
from other source than the animal 
body. It Is purely a replacement of 
material which la lacking in the pa- 
tient's body.

found, but when modern treatment 
is constantly followed, the diabetic 
remains to 
all Intents 
perfectly 


well."

PLANT BULBS FOR 
SPRING_F%OWERS 


"When the frost Is on the pump- 


kins and the.corn Is turning brown, 
that is the time to plant -winter 
bulbs such as tulips and other flow- 
ers which make their appearance In 
the early spring, shortly after the 
snow, has disappeared, according to 
local flower fanciers. Darwin tulips 
that bloom-the last week in May or 
thereabouts, and breeder tulips that 
flower a week later should be plant- 
ed now. The latter are ''of odd col- 
ors, bronze, mahogany, 
gold and 


terra cotta shades. 


The bulbs should have had ample 


time to dry and should have been 
sorted according to colors and sizes. 
It is possible that In some sections 


of the country where tho land Is low, 
that It IB too late to do planting be- 
cause frost, has already entered the 
ground. In such cases they should 
be planted deeper and the ground 
in which they are planted should be 
properly covered with leaves. 


Peonies In many sections of the 


country are set out In the Jail but 
are best in this territory If planted In 
April, florists say. The perrennlals 
and ornamental shrubs also grow 
best when planted in early spring. 
Rhubrum, lilies and similar flowers 
will not endure this climate and 
should be put In with perrennlals.

Urbana, 111 —CXP)— A total eclipse 


of the moon -will occur November 
27 early in the morning. It will be 
visible from beginning to end ev 
erywhere in the United States. 


The moon will enter the earth's 


shadow at 2:24 a. m. eastern stand- 
ard time. Tptal eclipse begins at 
3.33 and lasts until 
4.29 
o'clock-, 


when the moon begins to emerge. 
At 5.39 a, m. the eclipse will be ov- 
er. Central times are one hour ear- 
lier, mountain times two hours and 
Pacific t'mes three hours. 


Although the moon will be en- 


tirely within the shadow for nearly 
an hour, it probably will not disap- 
pear from view. The reason is that 
considerable sunlight is 
refracted 


into the shadow through the ring of 
the earth's atmosphere around the 
base of the shadow. 


The moo nat that time will be dim 


and noticeably red like the setting 
sun. Usually dark eclipses accom- 
pany stormy conditions all around 
the shadow base. 
The 
brightest 


ones occur when no clouds are 


there to stop the light. Mixed condt 
tions give a spotted appearance to 
the eclipsed moon. 


While a lunar eclipse does not 


much effect us 
on the earth, it 


would be a serious matter if we liv- 
ed on the moon. Recent observa- 
tions of eclipses ha\e sho\\n th-u 
the temperature of the moon's sur- 
face drops from 170 desiees Fah- 
renheit 
immediately 
before 
the 


eclipse of 190 degrees below zero 
during the total phabe. 


A drop of 360 degrees in an hour 


or tivo is a cold wave no one would 
care to observe at close quarters^ 
Of course, no one lives on the moon, 
for it is airless and entirely bar- 
ren. 


It is the absence of atmospheric 


protection that permits the sudden 
change of temperatuie. During the 
long lunar night the cold is even 
more intense; a thermometer at thu 
surface would register not 
higher 


than 250 degrees below zero. 


The 
earth's 
conical 
shadow 


stretches nearly a million miles in- 
to space. On a screen placed at the 
moon's distance from us the sha- 


dow would appear as a dark circle 
5,700 miles in diameter — ample 
space for the moon, whose diarnet 
er is only 2,160 miles. 


At Intervals of 29^ 
days 
the 


moon, then at the full phase, over- 
takes the shadow; but it passes us 
ually above or below, and no eclipse 
results. Conditions are now most 
favorable for eclipses at the times 
of full moon near the middle and 
end of the year. 


The number of lunar eclipses in 


a year varies from three to none at 
all. Some of them are only partial 
eclipses and not all are visible from 
any point on the earth. Astrono- 
mers are able to predict the times 
and circumstances of eclipses far 
in advance

Gov. Smith has conducted a color- 


ful and strategic campaign. It carries 
as back to the militancy of Bryan; in 
some respects there is an analogy, not 
In the men themselves but in the at- 
mosphere and political, psychology. 
jGov. Smith has made a wide popular 
appeal and has proved himself to be 
Jhe most skillful campaigner of mod- 
ern times. He has attacked the Repub- 
lican party relentlessly and effectively 
and although some of his language 
and methods have not been above crit- 
«ism from one offering himself for the 
presidency, they may perhaps be de- 


fended on the partisan ground that all 


~ J» fair in love and politics. Even if he 
v J|hould not be elected he has stirred 


ihe country to its depths and has 
forced a normally apathetic electorate 
to a searching and wholesome analysis 
jof government and political action. 
His service in this respect has been in- 
valuable. As president he would un- 
doubtedly continue this service. 
- Mr. Hoover has handled his cam- 
paign along wholly different lines. It 
bas not been a campaign to stir the 
emotions or arouse feeling. It has not 
gotten to the individual anything like 
Gov. Smith's sallies and has lacked the 
spectacular. He has had very little to 
say about the Democrat party or its 
fiominee. Only once or twice has he 
given Gov. Smith the satisfaction of a 


i close sword exchange. Mr. Hoover has 


gone his way sawing wood with his 
-customary directness and bis speeches 
have invariably offered a constructive 
program and positive policy. He has, 
kept his head, ignoring the many false 
tales spread against him. He has dis- 
played great restraint and force of 
character and in every way has mea- 
sured up to the best traditions of a 
presidential candidate. 
He has gone 


through a heated campaign -without a 
scar and has left none. 


This newspaper sees no reason, now 


that the battle is over, to change its 
original opinion that Mr. Hoover will 
make the better president. Platform 
declarations are of minor consequence 
in this election when put up against 
the peisonalities of the candidates. 
. They have made their oi\n issues. It 


may not be wholly accurate, but it is 
not far from the facts to say that Gov. 
Smith has tried to pr^ove himself a bet- 
ter Republican than the" Republicans 
themselves in matters of federal pol- 
icy. Prohibition may be excepted, but 
Gov. Smith himself has ruled this 
question out as a paramount issue and 
it ought to be so treated- 


We entertain no partisan prejudice 


toward Gov. Smith, nor will we de- 
preciate his high personal qualities 
and his ability, his fine courage and 
frankness. 
He is above all things a 


fighter and has a distinguished record 
as governor of New York He v,ould 
make a good president provided he 
could handle the Democrat party and 
cause it to follow his leadership. One 
must admit, however, that during the 
last fifty years the greater political 
genius, with the exception of a few 
conspicuous leaders 
like 
Cle-vefand 


and Wilson, and now Smith, has been 


in the Republican party and that its 
policies in the main have been sound 
and are responsible for the high de- 
velopment of our institutions and our 
outstanding national prosperity. 


Certain facts stand out. The country 


undeniably is prosperous, mbre pros- 
perous than it has ever been. There 
are spots and industries which are not 
prosperous, but it has always been so. 
A nation with an automobile to every 
five persons is prosperous beyond the 
conception of any other country of the 
world. American consuming power in 
the world scale is staggering. The fis- 
cal affairs of the government were 
never better. Debt reduction goes on 
apace, along with tax reduction. The 
economies of the Coolidge administra- 
tion are real and not imaginary. The 
Democrats will not handle the trea- 
sury better than it is being handled. 
They may not impair prosperity, but 
there is no reason to believe they will 
increase it beyond what the Repub- 
licans would. 


The agricultural 
problem is a 


muddle The contribution of stump or- 
ators is a barrage of words. It calls 
for real statesmanship, not political 
quackery. The McNary-Haugen bill in 
our judgment was as fallacious 
a 


scheme as free silver. 
The country* 


needs less of bureaucracy, not more. 
The campaign issues are almost whol- 
ly economic. We think Mr. Hoover 
with his great "knowledge of econom- 
ics is better qualified to carry the com- 
plicated and difficult farm question to 
a successful solution. Certainly Gov. 
Smith with his urban background and 
experience would never have been se- 
lected as a farm expert, nor has his 
handling of the subject as a campaign 
issue been satisfactory. 


The protective tariff is firmly im- 


bedded in our political economy. 
It 


has suffered abuses, but^the correct- 
ness of the policy is unquestioned. It 
has made the United States what it is 
industrially. Gov. Smith promises to 
cure abuses. We believe his intentions 
are good, but he would have to do it 
under a Democrat congress, and 
Democrats are quite as much given to 
log-rolling as Republicans. The Dem- 
ocrats are only in this campaign 
converted to the protective principle, 
and even now they talk of a "compet- 
itive'* tariff. This is a term of wide lat- 
itude. A bona fide tariff commission 
is a real need.. The tariff should be 
taken out of politics, but when it is 
done it must not be at the expense of 
adequate protection. Reform and re- 
vision must be undertaken with great 
care and skill. It is probably not an 
over-statement to say that Mr. Hoov- 
er understands commerce and interna- 
tional trade better 
than 
any other 


man, a matter of .first importance in 
tariff making and to our national well- 
being. 


On waterway development we very 


much prefer Mr. Hoover. Gov. Smith 
lives in a portion of the country where 
the need of internal waterways is 
not fully recognized. He has opposed 
and condemned the St. Lawrence sea- 
way. To be sure it was a sectional op- 
position, but he still believes the New 
York barge canal offers the better 
route for a Great Lakes outlet to the 
sea. This improvement is of vital con- 
cern to 40,000,000 people of the Mid- 
west and Northwest. It is more impor- 
tant than any single issue of direct 
government participation. It is vastly 
more important economically than 
was the Panama canal. The Mid-con- 
tinent wants the St. Lawrence seaway, 
realization of which will work a pro- 
found change in its industrial and ag- 
ricultural status. Mr. Hoover has been 
for this route throughout, has had 
much to do with the 
preparatory 


study and negotiation and he is a 
forceful advocate of and firm believer 
in all waterway development 
This 


there is reason to believe is why cer- 
tain railway executives are opposing 
him. We think the St. Lawrence pro- 
ject will make greater headway and 
stand a better chance of consumma- 
tion under Hoover than under Smith, 


The water power controversy is 


more hectic than real. 
The United 


States is not going to turn o\er feder- 
al water power sites to private inter- 
ests under one candidate any more 
than under the other, nor is it going to 
lose control over them. Mr. Hoover's 
attitude toward power development is 
sound. Gov, Smith could not in prac- 
tice go further, unless he believes in 
government operation, and this he has 
rot approved. 


In the field of labor Gov. Smith 


could not if he would offer anything 
more than Mr. Hoover did in his New- 
ark speech. 
It was the most ad- 


vanced and enlightened labor policy 
ever enunciated by a man in public 
life. We doubt if even Mr, Gompers 


himself could have improved upon it. 
Every laboring man should read it 
whether he votes for Smith or Hoover. 
Furthermore, as a humanitarian Mr. 
Hoover has no superior. On the other 
hand, Mr. Smith as governor o£ New 
York in his handling of the rights of 
labor, in the use of his powerful influ- 
ence in tus advancement of sane and 
genuine progressive social legislation, 
has shown distinctive marks of real 
statesmanship. 


For the wise conduct of foreign af- 


fairs Mr. Hoover is undeniably better 
equipped, both in his thorough knowl- 
edge of them and the outside world 
and his attitude of mind. 
Our ten- 


dencies 
here 
are altogether 
in 


the right direction economically and 
politically, needing only to be car- 
ried further.

the lawn But at that, the total cost 
of the treatment is only a few thou- 
sand dollars a jear, and that isn't 
enough, in a community as large as 
Rochester, to quibble about, 
when 


•we consider the boon this lodin ra- 
tion confers on the thousand of peo- 
ple who drink the water thus treat- 
ed . 


In a recent note here I told about 


scientific researches that indicate 
that pasteurization drives off any 
natural lodin the raw milk may con- 
tain, so that besides entailing the 
necessity of providing 
the ^ infant 


with a regular daily ration of an 
tiscurvy vitamin (in the form of 
fresh fruit or vegetable 3Uice, or ev- 
en canned tomato juice), pasteuriza- 
tion of the milk robs the infant of 
natural lodin ration, and this is a 
very serious deficiency which de- 
mancls the careful consideration of 
phjsician and parent. Of course, if 
the baby gets a cod liver oil ration 
os all artificially fed babies should 
and even some breast fed babies

Instead of the super- 
latives that I would use If "Hunger 
Fighters*' were by some one un- 
known to me, I shall try to give an 
idea of what the book is like, confi- 
dent that those who begin It will 
not fail to finish. 


You remember 
that 
"Microbe 


Hunters" was the fascinating story 
of the men through the ages who 
have hunted and fought the germs 
that kill. "Hunger. Fighters" IB the 
equally fascinating story 
of 
the 


men who have made victory pos- 
sible in man's battle against fam- 
ine. 


The book opens with the romance 


of wheat Wheat, as De Kruiff sees 
it, is not merely a commodity in 
the stock market; it is a great hu- 
man drama. There are in the story 
all the elements of suspense and 
-drama that a novelist could wish 
Cor in-an exciting story. Wheat was 
hot native 
to 
America. 
Who 


brought It here Americanized it and 
how? Brave and hardy and devoted 
men struggled s.nd gave their lives 
to the project of pushing farther 
and farther back the line of frost, 
with reference to wheat. They went 
to Russia to get hardy varieties. 
They experimented and had lucky 
breaks. They clipped of a few days 
of the- wheat's period of ripening. 
In 'the end they added millions of 
bushels to the wheat crop, 
they 


splashed wheat over the American 
continent in many states and pro-

Indian corn, native on this contin- 
ent. The "marriage"

Incipent cases are 
thus discovered and such children 
sent home and isolated until-. a 'di- 
agnosis can be made and the case 
quarantined if necessary. Since the 
majority of diseases are most con- 
tagious in the early stages, It Is 
most important 
to recognize the 


disease at the outset and isolate the 
child early (in the disease.

health officer and nurse it Is pos- 
sible to give closer attention'to the 
health of the school children than 
when the health officer is " giving 
only, part -of his time to this pre- 
ventativ'e program.
